Orchestra Leader 
Acquitted Of Nazi 
Leanings In Berlin 


Berlin, Dec. 17. (ZP) — W ilhelm 
F u rtw aen g ler, 
G erm an y ’s No. I 
orchestra conductor w h o m U. S. 
m ilitary cultural authorities 
had 
frow ned upon, 
w’as acq u itted of 
Nazism tonight by the artists tri­ 
bunal of his ow n countrym en. 
The 
de-N azification 
trib u n a l’s 
verdict m u st be affirm ed by Al­ 
lied authorities before F u rtw a e n g ­ 
ler can resum e his ca reer as con­ 
ductor of the Berlin Philharm onic. 
Citing evidence that the em inent 
m usician 
helped 
Jew ish 
artists 
evade th e concentration cam p and 
other punishm ents, 
th e tribunal 
said F u rtw a en g le r had voluntarily 
relinquished an honorary title of 
P russian state councilor to Her­ 
m an G oering in 1934, a y ea r after 
H itler’s seizure of pow er, and aft­ 
erw ard s had avoided lending his 
prestige to Nazi functions. 
T he hearing started last w’eek 
with a declaration by th e tribunal 
th a t F u rtw a en g le r n ev er h ad been 
a m e m b er of the Nazi p a rty or its 
auxiliaries but that it w ould in­ 
vestigate w h eth er he had allow’ed 
Nazi p ropaganda to m isuse 
his 
personal fame.

property to the city of 
Escanaba 
has been approved by the War As­ 
sets Administration, it was report­ 
ed yesterday by Harvey J. 
Hill, 
Minneapolis, chief of the W A A in­ 
formation division. 
Arthur Carlson, Minneapolis re­ 
gional director of the W A A 
an­ 
nounced yesterday that the 
goy- 
( rnment had accepted the 
city's 
bid of $65,000 for 
the 
property, 
including 
about 
1.986 
acres of 
land, dock 
piling 
and 
a 
brick 
building. 
In its bid proposal the city nod­ 
ded the W A A that it proposes to 
use the waterfront area 
for 
in­ 
dustrial 
purposes, and 
the re­ 
mainder for an airport. 
Under terms of the sale the city 
is to make an immediate down 
payment of 20 per cent of the to­ 
tal" bid, with the balance payable 
over a period of IO years with ac­ 
crued interest at 4 per cent. The 
city has the privilege of 
paying 
any or all of the remaining 
pay­ 
ments ahead of schedule 
without 
interest penalty. 
Two other bids were received 
by the WAA, but they were only 
for the dock piling and 
capping, 
not including the land. 
Carlson said the action of 
the 
W AA in aw. ling the sale to the 
city of Escanaba was in line with 
its policy of favoring community 
projects, and he added that 
pur­ 
chase of the property by the city 
should have considerable influ­ 
ence in boosting the general con­ 
dition in the Northern Michigan 
area. 
A. V. Aronson, 
Escanaba 
city 
manager, said yesterday that air­ 
lines are interested in 
establish­ 
ing a stop here which would serve 
as an intermediate point for 
this 
area. He added that the CAA and 
other aeronautic officials indicate 
there is need here of a Class 3 air­ 
port. 


The ore docks were built in 1943 
to insure delivery of iron ore 
in 
event of damage to the 
locks 
at 
Sault Ste. Marie. The 
plan 
was 
to ship the ore by rail to Escanaba 
for water transportation down the 
lakes to the smelters. The docks, 
1,900 feet long and 60 feet wide, 
were never used but were within 
60 days of completion. The upper 
structure of the docks was sal­ 
vaged last spring. 
The C. Sc S. Construction com­ 
pany of Escanaba withdrew a bid 
for the ore dock piling and 
cap­ 
ping only after an understanding 
was arrived at with the city, 
in 
which the city will offer the com­ 
pany the first opportunity to pur­ 
chase the piling and timbers 
the 
city will not need, the city 
man­ 
ager said. 
The city plans the completion of 
a municipal dock there or, 
if 
a 
private concern is interested, 
the 
leasing of dock frontage so it may 
construct a dock for use by itself 
and the public. Other commercial 
interests using the dock would be 
required to pay a fee, however. 
It was reported from the region­ 
al W AA office in Minneapolis yes­ 
terday that the exact date for de­ 
livery of title to the land has not 
yet been determined.
